ERIODICALLY,. Canada‘s Prairie 
Grain belt is devastated by se- 
vere grasshopper plagues; Before féd- 
eral and -provincial entomologists 
started to study this particular pest, 
farmers had little knowledge or ad- 
vance notice of these scourges, but 
today much is known and farmer 
are warned in advance when extra 
severe outbreaks are expected... 
This year, entomologists of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture at 
laboratories in Lethbridge, Saskatoon 
and Brandon, and. in_ co-operation 
with the provincial entomologists, 
have mapped out the areas where 
serious hordes of grasshoppers can 
be expected to attack farmers’ grain 
crops. 
‘ In the Accompanying map, the areas 


moderaté and light, are’ shown for 
thes western half: of Saskatchewan 
and the lower part of Alberta. There 
are also a few areas in Manitoba 
where a light emergence of grasshop- 
pers is expected, but it is in Saskat- 
chewan that the worst:outbreaks are 
feared. . 

, With the provincial authorities in 
the lead, farmers both in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta can do much to 
ward off the worst effects of these 
grasshopper outbreaks. Poison bait 
will be available through municipali- 
ties and local improvement districts, 
and there will also be leaflets as well 
as bait supplies and __ instructions 
available from your agricultural rep- 
resentative.

Highlights of the |Wheat Price Boost 
Wheat Agreement |Means 150: Million 


The following release from the 
International Wheat Council gives 
additional information on the In- 
ternational Wheat Agreement. 


1. A five-year duration is: pro- 
vided—-from August 1, 1948, 
through July 31, 1953. 


2. Maximum and minimum 
prices are fixed for each~of the 
five years. Transaction outside the 
range will always be possible, but 
they will not count toward full- 
fillment of the obligations assum- 
ed by signatory countries. 


8. So long as governments take 
the necessary measurer to see that 
their obligations under the agree- 
ment are carried out it is open to 
them. to conduct their trade in 
wheat in whatever manner they 
wish by private trade or by gov- 
ernment institutions. 


4. Delegations from 36 nations 
have, pledged themselves “to co- 
operate to bring order into the 
international wheat market” by 
signing the agreement. The list in- 
cludes all important importing na- 
tions, and all principal exporters 
except Argentina and. Russia. 


5. A new International Wheat 
Council is formed, made up of na- 
‘tions which ratify the agreement. 


6. Exporting. countries (Cana- 
da, Australia, the United States of 
America’ guarantee to sell 500 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat annually to 
signatory importing .countries at 
prices no higher than the maxi- 
mum. 

7. Importing countries (33 in 
all) guarantee to buy stated quant- 


ities of wheat from, the signatory-| 


exporters annually at prices no 
lower than the minimum. These 


guaranteed purcHases are in bal-| 


ance with the guaranteed sales; 
that is, they total 500 million bu- 
shels. 

8. The guaranteed sales and 
guaranteed purchases are the same 
for each, country for each of the 
five years of the agreement. —

20-Cent . Retroacti ive Increase 
Raises Initial Payment to $1.55 


OTTAWA, March 26.—A 20- 
cents-a-bushel increase in the ini- 
tial wheat payment, retroactive 
three crop years back and bringing 
an Easter windfall of more than 
$150,000,000 to prairie farmers, 
was announced Thursday by Trade 
Minister Howe. 


The boost goes into effect Apri 
1 and will lift the initial payment 
the Canadian Wheat Board makes 
to-prairie producers on delivery of 
their wheat, from $1.35 to $1.55 a 
bushel for No. 1 northern in store 
Fort William, Port Arthur or Van- 
couver, 

Mr. Howe said the wheat board 
wll proceed “at once” with thé 
distribution of cheques covering 
the increase, 

April 1 Cut-Off 

The boost will be retroactive on 
wheat delivered to the board from 
the 1945, 1946 and 1947 crops uy 
to April 1 this year, 

With deliveries during that per- 
iod estimated at roughly 769 ,037,-. 
692 bushels, this means a payment 
of approximately $153, ,807 1000 
made up of individual cheques tu. 
the farmers who delivered that 
total.
